Was in hopes (as I obſerved in my, Examination 
| of his ſecond Velume) that when Mr. Neal had 
carefully peruſed the excellent Anſwer to his firſt 
Voolume of the Hiſtory of the Puritans, by the 
preſent Right Rev*. Lord Biſhop of St. Aſaph, That Im- 
partiality, of which he makes ſuch frequent Profeſſions, 
would either have prevented him from purſuing his 
Deſign, or at leaſt induced him to have examined his 
Authorities with more Care and Candour, than I can 
find he has hitherto done; or to have retracted many 
of his egregious Miſtakes, ſcarce conſiſtent with 
the Exactneſs of an Hiſtorian. But inſtead of this, 
he has replied to the Biſhop's Examination, and has 
indeed corrected ſome ſew trifling Miſtakes, which 
were obvious enough to almoſt every common Reader, 
yet at the ſame time has perſiſted in the Defence of 
ſome of the moſt material ones, which every one, who is 
converſant with the Hiſtory of thoſe Times, upon 
the lighteſt Obſervation will be able to diſcover. 

Nay, he is ſo far from being diſcouraged, that he 
has purſued his Work through the latter part of King 
Clarles's Reign, and has ſpun out the laſt fix or ſe- 
ven Years of it, to the uncommon Size of above ſix 
hundred Pages, and how well he has ſucceeded in this 
his laſt Attempt, I come now to examine. 

He complains indeed in his Preface (p. 1.) of the 
Difficulty of diſcovering the Motives of Action on either 
fide, and yet he ſeems to think himſelf capable of ac- 
counting for themin a variety of Places in this Book: 
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and his Cauſe, (notwithſtanding he pfofe

What little Truth is contain'd in this Paragraph, 
the Reader, I hope, may be eaſily convinced from 
my Examination of his former. Volume.

to take away his Life in the Field of Battle? 

Or can be pretend io the leaſt Veneration for him, 
after endeavouring ſo © any (in his former, and in this

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him of that Honour and Conſcience, whick ſupported 
him under all his Misfortunes, and for which he fell 
a Sacrifice, by the Hands of inbuman and-perfidious 
Miſcreants? Can he pretend a Yeneration for bim, after 
he has taken the Freedom of inſinuating (Pref. p. 5.) 
that in drawing his learned Pen in Defence of the Pre- 
rogative, and the Church of England, ' his Arguments 
were no more ſucceſsful than his Sword ' ' © © 

An Aſſertion as groundleſs, as *tis inſidious z as I 
ſhall have an Opportunity of proving hereafter. Hard 
is the Fate of that admirable Monarch, to be robbed b 
Mr. Neal of thoſe Excellencies and Perfections, whic 
even ſome of his bittereſt Enemies, in thoſe TimesofIni- 
quity and Confuſion, were not unwilling to allow him; 

I muſt own my ſelf to be one of thoſe unfa/hionable 
Perſons, who (in this Age of more than common Light) 
am neither aſhamed nor afraid, to bear my Teſti- 
mony in Behalf of the Royal Houſe of Stuart, and to 
profeſs a more than ordinary Regard and Veneration 
for the Memory of the Royal Martyr, and the late 
Queen Ann, of glorious and ever bleſſed Memory, 
tho* I may probably rouſe- ſome ſleeping Republican 
Bear, or (what is worſe) ſome Critical Hiſtorian, to 
fall foul upon me, But I forbear, for fear of pro- 
voking even the Impartial and Diſpaſſonate Mr. 
Neal, to ſay (Pref. p. 16.) that I am à paſſionate and 
angry Writer. I aſſure him, I have no Prejudice to 
his Perſon, 20 private or party Views, no Proſpect of 
Preferment, or other Reward for my Labours, than the Sa- 
ti faction of doing Service io Truth, And I give him my 
Word that I would not deſignedly keep one Title of it 
from the Reader's View, tho' I was aſſured, it would diſ- 
ſerve the Cauſe of Loyalty ever ſo much. But to pro- 
ceed, (p. ib.) Mr. Neal gives us to underſtand. That the 
Epiſcopal Character was grown into Contempt, nat from 
any Defect of Learning in the Biſhops, but from their 
cloſe Attachment to the Perogative, &c. Remarkable 
this That what in molt other Reigns, contri- 
buted ro heighten the Epiſcopal Character, ſhould 
tend to its Diminution in this. How parallel this 
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to our own Times, I leave it te Mr. Neal himſelf 
to judge. 
He has indeed exerted againft the Leaders of the 
Presbyterians, for acting, when uppermoſt, incon- 
ſiſtently with (what they falſly called) their old Prin- 
ciples, and with that Moderation which they them- 
ſelves had preached up, when under (what they as 
_ falſly called) a State of Perſecution. And Mr. Neal 
cannot with any tolerable Grace deny, that both They, 
and the Independents in their reſpeltive Turns, too 
plainly diſcovered a per/ecuting Spirit, and that the Cry of 
Moderation with them, was meer Pretence. For when 
they had a proper Opportunity of practiſing it, they 
proved themſelves to be as arrant Tyrants, as were 
ever inveſted with Power. A ſeaſonable Memento 
Gt ſhould think) to the Members of the Eſtabliſhment 
to be always upon their Guard, and never to truſt 
them too far, notwithſtanding their idle Pretences ( Pref, 
p. 10.) That the Body of Proteſtant Diſſenters in this 
Age have a juſt Abhorrence of the perſecuting Spirit of 
their Predeceſſors, aud are content that their Actions be 
fet in a fair Light, as 4 Warning to Poſterity (Credat 
Fudeus Apella.) The pretended Mercies of their Pre- 
deceſſors have always appeared to be the height of 
Cruelty ; and what Proof have they given of a con- 
trary Diſpoſition but in bare Aſſertions, which every 
Day's Experience may convince us to be groundleſs 
and falſe? What elſe can we call it but a Spirit of 
Perſecution, which daily produces fuch bitter Invectives 
and ſcurrilous Libels from them and their Abettors a- 
gainſt our Biſhops, and the moſt eminent of the inferior 
Clergy 3 and for no other reafon than this, that they will 
not tamely give up the Conſtitution to them, nor allow 
them without Oppoſition to hoiſt their Toleration into 
an Eſtabliſhment? I have always been of Opinion, that 
che more Vouchers are produced in Support of any 
Hiſtorical Fact (provided they are unexceptionable) 
the better that Fact is atteſted, the more it is to be 
depended upon. Bur 'tis my Unhappineſs (I fear) in 
this reſpect to differ from our learned Hiſtorian —

+ others there are probably in the ſame way of think- 
ing). For in Support of many Facts, he has no other 
Authority than his own ip/e dixit; and but few in 
Support of any, when they are fairly ſtated, and come 
to be ſtript of that Diſguiſe, which he has artfully put 
upon them. Lord Clarendon is an Author he fre- 
quently vouchſafes to quote (and I think he cannot quote 
a better) but cis Lord Clarendon not interpolated, but 
really curtail'd. For Mr. Neal has the Knack of leay- 
ing out every thing that makes againſt him. Mbit. 
lock, Ruſbwerth, Hufbands, and Scobel, are uſed in the 
ſame manner: For H I ſhall be able to prove, 
that he has done none of them common Juſtice, by 
his manner of quoting: Whitleck is an unexception- 
able Authority, and delivers Matters of Fact fairly, 
and as they came to his hand. Ruſ/oworth generally 
gives us the Truth, tho' not always the whole Truth: 
Nor have I many Exceptions to Husbands or Scobel. 
But when he comes to his Vicars's, Cotes, Oldmixons, 
and Writers of the ſame Size and Complexton, ſure 
he cannot think that he is writing Hiftory, but Ro- 
mance. For if he gives Credit to ſuch Hiſtorians, I am 
perſuaded but very few will give Credit to his Hiſtory. 

He has a remarkable Method of quoting Pam- 
phlets and ſingle Tracts, generally without producing 
either their“ Tiles, or Dates: A Method entirely new, 
and by which (quote he never ſo faultily) he may be 
lucky enough to have his Miſtakes undiſcovered. 

But not to detain the Reader any longer from the 
Pleaſure of Mr. Neal's third Volume of the Hiſtory 
of the Puritans. The firſt thing almoſt that he takes 
notice of, is the King's Removal from Colnbrook to 
Brentford, where he attacked the Parliament Garriſon : 
Which Mr. Neal! (good Man) takes to have been a

Breach of Promiſe ; (tho? it would not have been ſo 
probably from the Rebels) and ĩt might appear to be ſo 
to others, had we no better Authorities in Defence of 
the King's Honour in this Particular, than what he has 
afforded us.

« Hearts, and Truth itſelf, had not known the Truth

« March to Brentford, and the City was ſtrangely in- 
« flamed with an Opinion, that he deſigned to have

« The King being informed of all this, and that their 


„ Apprehenſions would at leaſt keep off all Propoſi- 


ce tions for Peace, while the Army lay ſo near London, 
4 he gave Directions to all his Forces to retire to Rea- 
« ding; firſt kindly diſcharging all the common Sol- 
« diers who had been taken at Brentford upon their 
« Oaths, that they would no more take Arms againſt 
« him. He likewiſe ſent a Meſſage to the two Hou- 
« ſes, in which he took notice of thoſe unjuſt Impu- 
« cations raiſed on him; again gave them the Rea- 
« ſons of his Motion towards Brentford ; of the Earl 
« of Eſex's advancing towards him, poſſeſſing Places 
« about him, and almoſt hemming him in, after 
« their Commiſſioners were ſent to him with the 
« Petition; and that he never heard of any Ceſſa- 
« tion, but ſaw the congrary from them by that Ad- 
« vance. That he had not the leaſt Thought of 
«« maſtering the City by Force, or carrying his Army

«« The Commiſſioners of Parliament (ſays he) be-

The King in Anſwer to the Petition of the two 
Houſes, November the 24th, ſpeaks as follows. T For 
« the late, and fad Accident they mentioned, if they 
* intended that of Brentford, he deſired them once 
« again to deal ingenuouſly with the People, and to 
« let them ſee his laſt Meſſage to them, and his De- 
« claration concerning the ſame, (both which his 
« Majeſty had ſent to his Preſs at London, but were 
« takenaway from his Meſſenger, and not ſuffered to be 
<«« publiſhed) and then he doubted not, but they would 
c be ſoon undeceiv'd, and eaſily find out thoſe Coun- 
« ſels, which did rather perſuade a deſperate Diviſion, 
& than a good Agreement betwixt his Majeſty, his 
«« two Houſes, and his People, touching the King's 
« March to Branford; the Reaſons thereof have 
« been often declared in Print, to the Satisfaction of 
« all indifferent Readers. But thoſe barbarous Cru- 
„ eltys they ſpeak of to be committed by the King, 
« are moſt falſe; for there was not one Man ſlain but 
« in the heat of War, and the King gave to all the 
« Priſoners their Lives and Libertys, only upon En- 
gagement not to take Arms againſt him for the 
« future; which Engagement they traiterouſly and 
« falſely broke, being thereof abſolved by ſome of 
« their wicked Miniſters, as ſome of the ſaid Priſoners 
(being afterwards taken again) confeſſed. The 
« Reaſon why the King changed his Mind from ſtay- 
« ingat Windſor, and advanced to Brainford, was for 
« that whileſt their Commiſſioners were ſent to him

© was not, that there might never be a Peace in ITre- 


land, but that the two Houſes might co-operate 
with him, whereby the Rebels might be reduced to

nies and Slanders raiſed to his Majeſty's Diſſervice 
and Diſhonour, made a more than ordinary Im- 
preſſion upon the Minds of Men, and not only of 
vulgar ſpirited People, but of thoſe who reſiſted 
all other Infuſions and Infection. And Poſterity na 
queſtion, will enquire from what Riſe or Spring this 
Diſadvantage flow*d ; to which I can apply no other, 
Satisfaction, beſides the Diſeaſe of the Time; which, 
imputedall Deſigns, to Deſigns upon Religion, and. 
whatſoever was done by the Papiſts to the Zeal of 
the Queen on Behalf of her own Religion; than, 
that the chief Managers and Conducters of their

the total Abolition and Extirpation of Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, Deans and Chapters, and the whole Frame 
of the Government of the Church; and another 
Bill for the calling an Aſſembly of Divines nomi- 
nated by themſelves, (which was a Preſumption as 
contrary to the Policy and Government of the 
Kingdom, as the moſt extravagant Act they had 
done) conſiſting of Perſons the moſt deeply engaged 
in the moſt unwarrantable Acts that had been done;

He anſwered, he left it to us, 
and intended to ſende a Meſſuage himſelf to de- 
mand the Letter. About five in the Evening we 
weare commanded to attend his Majeſtie againe, 
whoe aſked us very many Queitions, in order to the 
Proceedings upon the Treaty, to which after Con- 
ference together, we gave our Anſweres agreable 
to your Inſtructions. | 

This Afternoone wee waited upon his Majeſt ie 
againe, whoe after long Advice with his Councel], 
ſente for us, and demanded our Anſwere to that 
firſt Part of his Propoſition, which concearres his 
Revenue; our Anſwere to it was ready in Writing, 
according to your Inſtructions, and wee preſented

For all the 
Propoſitions neceſſarily lead to this Point, and till this was 
decided, it was in vain to loſe Time upon the others.

While the Treaty of Oxford was depending, 
his Majeſty's Friends in the City were contriving to bring 
bim to London, and deliver the Parliament into bis 
Hands, Mr. Tomkins, Challoner, and Waller a Mem- 


ber of the Houſe of Commons, in Conjunction with ſome 


others, were to carry off the King's Children, to ſecure 
the moſt active Members of the Houſe, as Pym, Ham- 


den, Strode, Sc. 10 ſeize the Tower, and the Gates of the 


City and the Magazines, and to let in à Part of the 
Royal Forces who were to be at hand, for all which they 
bad the King's Commiſſion dated March 16. 1643. 
Lord Clarendon after giving a Character of the 
Plotters, has the following Account of the Plot; and 
Iam willing to believe, that by all impartial Readers 
he will be allowed at leaſt as competent an Authority 
in this Caſe as either Mr. Ruſbwworth, or Mr. Rapin. 
* I am perſuaded (ſays he) the utmoſt Project of 
this Deſign was (I ſpeak not what particular Men 
might intend or wiſh upon their own Fancies) to 
beget ſuch a Combination among the Party well 
affected, that they would refuſe to conform to thoſe 
Ordinances of the 2oth Part, and other Taxes for 
the Support of the War ; and thereby, or by joint 
petitioning for Peace, and diſcountenancing the o- 
ther who petitioned againſt it, to prevail with the 
Parliament to incline to a Determination of the War. 
And it may be, ſome Men might think of making 
Advantage of any caſual Commotion, or preventing 
any Miſchief by it, and thereupon that Enquiry where 
the Magazines lay, and Diſcourſe of wearing ſome 
diſtinguiſhing Tokens, had been rather caſually 
mentioned, than ſeriouſly propoſed. For it is cer- 
tain very many who were conſcious to themſelves of 
loyal Purpoſes to the King, and of hearty Diſlike 
of the Parliament's Proceedings, and obſerved the 
violent, revepgeful, ruinating Proſecution of all 
Men, by thole of the engaged Party, were not 
without ſad Apprehenſions, that, upon ſome Jea.

But that there was ever 
any formed Deſign either of letting in the King's 
Army into London, which was impoſſible to be 
contrived, or of raifing an Army there, and ſur- 
prizing the Parliament, or any one Perſon of it, 
or of uſing any Violence in, or upon the City, I 
could never yet ſee Cauſe to believe.“ Then he pro- 
ceeds to the Particulars, for which I refer the Reader 
to his Hiſtory, | :

to conſider of it, there being in the Preamble and

e was readily ſubmitted to ;*? and by the Induſtry of

My 
Lord of Mancheſter, who was then conceived to 
have great Power in theſe Sequeſtrations, was moved 


herewith ; he apprehended it very juſt and reaſon- 


able, and wrote to the Committee here, to ſet out 
ſo many of the Mannors belonging to this Biſhoprick, 
as ſhould amount to the ſaid Summ of 400 Pound 
annually ; which was anſwerably done under the 
Hands of the whole Table. And now I well 
hoped I ſhould yet have a good Competency of 
Maintenance out of the plentiful Eſtate which I 
might have had: But thoſe Hopes were no ſooner 
conceived than daſh'd.

was, I had two Witneſſes, God, and my own Con-

But further (for I will confeſſe all againſt my ſelf) 
I have been charged to be a great Hinderer of the 
Parliament Proceedings in the Aſſociation, and ga- 
thering Money in that well affected County of Eſſex: 
If I have, 'tis more by my Sufferings, than any 
other way, and if God pleaſe to make me an In- 
ſtrument to prevent Sin, in others, though by myne 
own Sorrowes, I will fejoyce in my Tribulations; 
I confeſsmy ſcandalous Adverſaries have added ſome 
Fame and Credit to my Sufferings, as well as to myne

Houſes, that ſo they might avoid Impriſonment, 
or ſome worſe Calamity. Others they ſent to ſeve- 
ral Gaols, or ſhut them up in Ships, whom th 
expoſed to Storms and Tempeſts, and all the Miſe- 
ries which a wild Sea could give to a languiſhing 
Stomach. And ſome again they ſequeſtred, under the 
Colour of Scandal, imputing to them ſuch notorious 
and enormous Crimes as would have rendred them 
uncapable of Life, as well as Livings, if they had been 
proved. But that which added moſt Weight to 
theſe Oppreſſions, was the publiſhing of a malicious 
and Unchriſtian Pamphlet, entitled, The firſt Century 
of ſcandalous and malignant Prieſts; which, whether 
it were more odious in the Sight of God, or more 
diſgraceful to the Church, or offenſive to all ſober 
and religious Men, it is hard to ſay. And as it 
ſeems, the Scandal of it was ſo great, that the 
Publiſher thereof, (though otherwiſe of a fiery and 
implacable Nature) deſiſted from the putting forth 
of a ſecond Century, though he had promiſed it in 
the firſt, and was inclinable enough to keep his 
Word. Inſtructions had been ſent to all the Coun- 
tys of England for bringing in ſuch Informations 
againſt their Miniſters, as might ſubje& them to 
the Danger of a Deprivation. But the Times were 
not then ſo apt for Miſchief, as to ſerve their Turns, 
which made them fall upon theſe wretched and Un- 
chriſtian Courſes, to effect their Purpoſe: By Means 
of which, they purged the Church of almoſt all 
Canonical and Orthodox Men; the Greatneſs of 
which Deſolation in all the Parts of the Kingdome 
may be computed by the Havock which they made 
in London, and the Pariſhes thereunto adjoining, ac- 
cording as it is preſented in the Bill of Mortality 
hereunto adjoyned.

In purſuit of theſe wicked and flagitious Deſigns, the 
Crimes on which an hundred of the Clergy had been 
« ſequeſtred, were produced by this Pamphlet; and 
the firſt Inſtance given, as if all that followed 
were equally bad art leaſt, if not worſe, is of a no- 
torious * Sodomite, &c, But in truth, the Exam- 
ples which follow are nothing leſs than what this 
introductory one was probably intended to ſuggeſt: 
For tho? it cannot be queſtioned, but Mr. Whit: 
choſe the very worſt Examples, (and at that Time 
his Committee had ſequeſtred ſeveral Centuries) 
yet he is compell'd to fill far the greater Part of 
his Paper, with bowing at the Name of Feſus, ne- 
glecting the Parliament Faſts, and other Inſtances, 
of what was then called Superſtition and Malig- 
nancy.

Thoſe only were accounted like Saint Paul, who 
could work with their Hands, and in a literal Senſe 
drive the Nail home, and be able to make a Pulpit, 
before they preached in it. 
NM. p. 43. The Faſt (viz, the publick one) was ob- 
ſerved the laſt Wedneſday in every Month, the public 
Devotions continued with little or no Tntermiſſien from 
nine in the Morning, till four in the Afternoon. 

Dr. South who lived in thoſe Times, gives the fol. 
lowing Account of their Prayers, Fc. * That 
they were like thoſe of the Phariſees, famous for 
Length and Tautology : Two whole Hours for one 
Prayer at a Faſt, uſed to be but a moderate Doſe: 
And thoſe for the moſt parc fraught with ſuch irre- 
verent and blaſphemous Expreſſions; that to ſpeak 
them would have profaned the Place he was then 
ſpeaking in: And indeed they ſeldome carried on 
the Work of the Day, but they left the Church in 
need of a new Conſecration. In their long Faſts, 
from firſt to Jaſt, from ſeven in the Morning, to 
ſeven in the Evening (which was their Meaſure) the 
Pulpit was always the Femprtieſtthing in the Church; 
and I never knew ſuch a Faſt kept by them, but

Meſpborne, and Caywood's Companies, were quar- 
ter*d in the Abbey Church (as the reſt of our mo- 
dern Reformers) they brake down the Rail abour 
the Altar, and burnt it in the Place where it ſtood ; 
they brake down the Organ, and pawn'd the Pipes 
at ſeveral Ale-houſes for Pots of Ale: They put 
on ſome of the Singing Mens Surpleſſes, and in 
Contempt of the Canonical Habits, ran up and 
down the Church, he that wore the Surpleſs was 
the Hare, the reſt were the Hounds. To ſhew 
their Chriſtian Liberty, in the Uſe of Things, and 
that all Conſecration, or Hallowing of Things under 
the Goſpel, is but a Zewi/h, or Popiſh Superſtition, 
and that they are no longer to be accounted holy, 
than that holy Uſe to which they ſerve, ſhall by 
the actual Uſe only impart a tranſient Holineſs to 
them, they ſet Forms about the Communion Table, 
there they eat, and there they drink Ale, and To- 
bacco : Some of their own Levites (if my Intelli- 
gence deceive me not) bearing them Company, and 
countenancing ſo beaſtly a Pro fanation. Nor was 
this done once, to vindicate their Chriſtian Liberty, 
as they call Profanation it ſelf, but the whole Time 
of their Abode there, they made it their common 
Table, on which they uſually din'd, and ſupp'd, 
tho' Saint Paul calls it Deſpiſing the Church of Chriſt, 
and asks his Corinthians, it they had not Houſes to eat 
and arink in. | 1 Cor. xi.] They did the Eaſements 
of Nature, and laid their Excrements about the Al- 
tar, and in moſt Places of the Church. An Abo- 
mination which God did provide againſt by a pecu-

« battering in Pieces the coſtly Windows, and de- 


« ſtroying the Evidences and Records belonging to 


that Church. Which being done, they ſtabled 
* their Horſes in the Body of it, kept Courts of 
Guard in the Croſs Iſles, broke up the Pavement, 
« polluted, the Quire with their Excrements; every 
* Day hunted a Cat with Hounds throughout the 
Church, delighting themfelves in the Echo from 
the goodly vaulted Roof: And to add to their 
« Wickedneſs, brought a Calf into it, wrapt in Lin- 
nen; carried it to the Font, ſprinkled it with Wa- 
ter, and gave it a Name, in Scorn and Deriſion of 
that holy Sacrament of Baptiſm.“ The other In- 
ſtance is of the Church of Chicheſter. 

T By Waller's taking it (ſays Dr. Heylin) the 
* Town got little,, and the Church loſt more: For 
upon Innocents Day, the Soldiers forcibly break into 
© It, where they ſeize upon the Veſtments and Or- 
* naments of the Church, together with the conſe- 
* crated Plate ſerving for the Altar, not leaving fa 
much as a Cuſhion for the Pulpit, or a Chalice for

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reſt was left unto the Hands and Weapons of the com- 


mon Soldiers, who with their Pole-Axes did not

They 
defaced the two Tables of the Law at the eaſt End 
of the Quire, for fear they ſhould riſe up againſt 
them in the Day of Judgment ; moſt miſerably made 
havock of that Churches Foundation, -which they 
found on the one ſide of the South Croſs-Iſle pour- 
trayed in artificial Manner, with the Statues of 
the Kings of England, and coming to the Pourtrai- 
ture of King Edward the Sixth, they picked out 
his Eyes, ſaying, in Scorn, That all the Miſchief came 


from him, in eſtabliſhing the Book of Common-Prayer. 


Which that it might not be officiated as in former 
Times, they break open all the Cheſts and Cup- 
boards, in which the Quire- Men had laid up their 
ſinging Books, Common-Prayer-Books, Gowns, 
and Surplices, ſtrewing the Pavements of the Church 
with the Leaves of the Books, but turning the Gowns 
and Surplices into ready Money.

he did not only command the Soldiers to break 
down the Wainſcot, but ſeized on all the rich Plate 
that belonged to the Church. And when it was de- 
fired they would leave one Chalice only for the uſe of 
the Sacrament; anſwer was moſt profanely made 
by one of the Scozs (of which Nation the two Houſes 
had employed too many) That they might ſerve ttt 
Turn with a Wooden- Diſh.

The Cafe of 
Dr. Walter Raleigh Dean of Wells is a remarkable 
one, who was villainouſty murdered by his Jayler.

© cheſter the County Jayl, thence to Banwell Houſe, 
and from thence to the Houſe belonging to the 
Deanery in Wells, where he was committed to the 
Cuſtody of one David Barret a Shoemaker, and at 
that Time a Conſtable of the City; who treated him 
far beneath his Quality and Function, and at laſt 
murthered him in the following manner : Whilft the 
Committee of Somerſet were fitting at Wells, the 
Doctor took an Occaſion of preferring a Requeſt 
to them for Liberty to goe to his Wife and Chil- 
dren, in order to fettle ſome Affairs which nearly 
concern'd them; and at the ſame time a Gentleman 
of 1000 J. per Annum offered to be bound for his 
Return at the Time they ſhould appoint him. But 
this common Favour being inhumanly dented him, 
the excellent Doctor ſeem'd moved and concerned 
at it, and replied, It was hard he ſhould not be

letting fome of the Priſoners abroad without their 
Privacy; upoen- which they were very angry, and 
« threatned to turn him out, if he ever ſhould grant 
« fach a Liberty to any Priſoner for the future. Which 
« ſoincenfed Barret, that coming the next Morning into 
the Doctor's Chamber, who hapned to be then writ- 
ing to his Wife, he preſently laid his Hand upon 
© the Letter to ſee it; but the Doctor utterly refuſed 
to permit him, unleſs he had an Order from the 
Committee for that Purpoſe; and fo wreſted the 
Paper out of his Hands. Which being done, the 
« Fellow'flipr back, drew his Sword, ran it immedi- 
« ately into the good Man's Belly, home to his back 
Bone; and gave him ſuch an incurable Wound, 
that he tumbled out of his Chair dead; but being 
brought to Life again by ſome Help and A ſſiſtance, 


he lingred on about fix Weeks, and then died of his 


Wound. Thus was the Blood of this Great and 
© Good Man ſhed as the Blood of a Dog! Nor was 
this all: For tho? his Wife proſecuted the vile Mur- 
© therer two Aſſizes together, ſhe could not get him 
brought to Tryal; but ſhe falling ſick before the 
© third time came, and not able to attend it, then the 
Fellow appeared, and was acquitted! And what is 
yet more, the Committee ſo much favoured the exe- 
crable Murder, that they ſent out their Warrants to 
* apprehend the Doctor's eldeſt Son, Mr. George Ra-

And al 
this might be done with Security, while the Au— 
© thorof the Report lay concealed and unknown. Such 
< we may ſuppoſe the Motives, ſuch the Methods 
© of conducting the Deſign ; upon which, I ſhall only 
further remark, that the Commiſſioner and Colle 
© have, by repreſenting Mr. Smith ſo ignorant as not

© betrayed their own Ignorance. Mr. Smith could not 
but know, that Atterbury and Smalridge, who had

Now if we even grant, that the Scots received na 
Pay after this, which *tis unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, 
yet their whole Pay from the 12th of November 
1645. to the 12th of April 1646. a few Days be- 
fore the King went in to their Army, was five 
Months, which at the Rate of 31000 Pounds 
Month, if their Troops conſiſted of 21 thouſand ef- 
ſective Men, was but 155000 Pounds, to which if

They had been in England 32 Months, in the ſta.

Even with this Addition 
they were not contented, but had the Modeſty to declare, 
that above a Million more was due to them ; which 
Was owing for Brotherly Aiiſtance, and the horrid Out- 
rages and Barbarities committed by them wherever 
they came.

vines to repair to Oxford, with Authority to preach in any 
of the Pulpits of the Univerſity for ſix Months, in Or. 


dier io ſoften the Spirits of the People, and to give them 


better Opinion of their Cauſe. 
No doubt on't, but this was charitably intended, 
(I deſire not to be miſtaken) to themſelves, but not 
to the Univerſity. Theſe Incendiaries queſtionleſs had 
their Inſtructions to preach up (what was not a little 
agreeable to themſelves) Sedition, and Rebellion. The 
King was to be vilified, and the Actions of the Mem- 
bers at Weſtminſter, cry'd up in the higheſt Strain of 
Panegyrick, in order to ſoften the Spirits of the People, 
and make their own rebellious Principles go down 
more glibly. Who could withſtand the powerful O. 
ratory of his following Fanatical, and Puritanical He- 
roes, Mr. Robert Harris of Hanwell, Mr. Edward 
Reynolds, Mr. Henry Wilkinſon of Magdalen Colley, 
Mr. Francis Cheynel, Mr. Henry Corbet of Merton Col. 
lege, Mr. Henry Corniſh of New Inn, and Mr. Henry 
ley of Pembroke Hall? (It ſhould be Pembroke Col - 
lege) Men of Reputation and Character, ſober Divine 
and popular Preachers. 

No Doubt can be made of this, if we only con- 
fider that they were profeſs'd Enemies to the then 
Conſtitution both in Church and State. But to exa- 
mine their Characters a little further.

would not have thought fit to reduce us to this Ex.

ployed by them, candidly and charitably to repre- 


' ſent to them, this our Anſwer with the Reaſons 


thereof, (which we moſt earneſtly deſire them to 


doe) the honourable Houſes will be pleaſed to ad. 


mit of this our Anſwer, and ſuffer us in the mean 
While to enjoy - what by the Law of the Land 
(which is the Birthright of the Subject) as well as 
by the Privileges of the Univerſity is due unto us; 


until we ſhall be proved to have made a legal For- 


feiture of it, before ſuch as are our proper and 
competent Judges: Before whom, we ſhall be al- 
ways ready to appeare, and to anſwer whatſoever 
Crimes or Miſdemeanours ſhall be laid to our 
Charge. RO 

The ſame Author has the following Remark. « But 
ſhould we be willing to ſacrifice our Honour to a more 
Chriſtian Virtue of Humility, and our Freedome 
unto patient Sufferance, (as in moſt Caſes we may 
lawfully recede from our ſtrict Rights) yet would 


there a greater Stop to our Deſires, than any yet 


mentioned, interpoſe itſelf, the' ſevere Law of 
Conſcience; from whoſe Commands, neither hope 
may lead, nor Danger force us. We are all engaged 
by Selemn Proteſtation. | 
[Proteſt May 5, 1041.) Before Almighty God 
to defend and maintain our lawfull Rights and Pri- 
vileges (in the Number of which, I am confident 
I have ſhewed our Exemption from this Viſitation 
to be) and hereby our Adverſaries themſelves are 
bound to protect, and defend us in whatſoever we 
ſhall doe, in purſuance of them: But if this be not 
of Force to us, as it 1s not conceived to be by 
them, yet we have a more ſtrict and particular 
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Obligation, being ſworne by our reſpective Sta- 
© tutes, to allow or ſubmit to no Viſitation, but by 
«© thoſe who are nominated by our Founders, and 
« enabled by the King's Grant and Patent, confirmed 
by Act of Parliament, and ſo enlivened to the

| He proceeds to give us an Account in the follow- 
ing Pages, of the Behaviour of the Univerſity, and 
their Reaſons for not ſubmitting, in a Letter to 
Mr. Selden. But this Reaſoning (lays he p. 451.) was 
100 weak to deſerve any farther Anſwer. And ſo gene- 
rally is the Reaſoning of a Traveller thought, againſt 
delivering his Purſe, when peremptorily demanded 
by a Higwayman with a Piſtol in his Hand. _.- - 
But the Parliament was ſo provoked that they 
took away the Univerſity's Right of chuſing their 
Chancellour, and made Choyce of the Earl of Pembroke.

King. His Majeſty was at publick Prayers in the 
Church, when Sir John Hippeſly came into the Room

Pauſe with. Reſpect to the Exerciſe that was then 
performing, went directly to the King, and whiſ- 
© per'd him in the Ear what had fallen out; his Ma- 
« jeftie continued unmoved, and without the leaſt 
Change in his Countenance till Prayers were ended: 
* when he ſuddenly departed to his Chamber, and 
« threw himſelf upon his Bed, lamenting with much 
« Paſſion, and abundance of Tears, the Loſs he had 
« of an excellent Servant, and the horrid Manner in
